ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1944 

To be presented to the Members at the Annual General Meeting 
at the Grand Hotel, Birmingham, on Saturday, 5th May, 1945. 

The past year has shown further progress in the membership and general 
activities of the Association, and has been a fresh indication that very 
optimistic hopes for post-war development may justifiably be entertained. 
From the Revenue Account it will be seen that Subscription income was 
£830, against £646 in 1943 : a large part of the increase was due to the 
additional Is. per head paid by members as from 1st January, 1944, but 
there was also a considerable influx of new members during the year and the 
total on the Register at the end of December was 2,929, compared with 2,647 
at the close of 1943, and 2,113 in 1942. We are thus progressing steadily 
towards the membership of 5,000 mentioned in the Report for 1943 as a 
figure that should be envisaged for the not very distant future. 

Trading Profit, at £602, was practically the same as in 1943 ; but the 
volume of business done was larger, the gross value of sales being £2,327 
against £2,146. A higher proportion, however, was in the form of sales to 
booksellers, the percentage of profit on which is naturally less than that on 
direct sales to the public. 

The total Revenue income from all sources was £1,741, compared with 
£1,583 in 1943. 

On the expenditure side there w r as an increase of £189 in Salaries, due to 
the fact that additional staff engaged during the latter half of 1943 were 
employed throughout the whole of 1944, and to well-merited increases of pay 
awarded during the year. As tiie Council have previously pointed out, this 
item in the Accounts will not grow less, but will certainly increase as the 
Association's work expands, since it is impossible to cope with the mass of 
detail necessitated by our increasing membership, trading, and correspondence 
courses, without the help of a competent and willing staff. 

Considerable financial and other advantages have once more accrued 
from the continuance of the wartime arrangement with the International 
Esperanto League, whereby the Association is housed at the League's head¬ 
quarters. In this connection the Association has indeed been fortunate in 
having as their Acting Secretary during the past years the Secretary of 
the League, Mr. C. C. Goldsmith, to whose ability and devotion the movement 
owes so much. The Council take this opportunity of also expressing, in the 
name of the Association, their great appreciation of the work of the clerical 
staff at Heronsgate. 


VA.» 
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It may be pointed out that the work of the League has considerably 
increased since the earlier years of the war; and as the various European 
countries are liberated there will undoubtedly be further rapid development. 

The cost of the Journal at £306 was £78 more than in 1943 and £147 
more than in 1942. This was partly due to the larger number of copies 
printed and posted in view of the growing membership ; but there was also 
a further increase in printing costs as such, owing to wartime conditions. 

The Revenue deficit of £106 is somewhat above that of the previous year, 
but (as on that occasion) the Council have not felt it necessary to call up 
more than one-half of the Guarantee. They hope that 1945 will show a 
smaller deficit and that there will be no reversion to the high figures of pre¬ 
war years. 

No charge against Revenue, has been made in respect of Correspondence 
Course Advertising during 1944. The debit balance of the Advertising 
Account at the end of the year (see below) is considered a reasonable amount 
to be carried forward to 1945, during which the past year’s advertising will 
continue to bring in results. The generous support given by our members 
to the Advertising Fund has enabled a comprehensive campaign to be carried 
out, and not only has this provided useful evidence of the “pulling power” 
of various media but more than the money spent is returning to the Associa¬ 
tion in the shape of increased subscriptions, book sales and general support. 
Moreover the income from the “Popular” Courses itself helps to provide the 
means for further advertising.

The Council have decided to amalgamate Advertising charges with 
General Publicity henceforth, and future donations to the Advertising Fund 
will accordingly be credited to the combined account. The actual expenditure 
on “Popular” Course advertising will, however, be ascertainable at any time. 

During the year there were 1,459 enrolments for the “Popular” Course, 
against 1,248 in 1943 and 1,152 in 1942. The total from the inception of the 
Course rose to 4,361. As before, these students continued to furnish a 
proportion of enthusiastic new members to the Association, and many of 
them are already doing valuable work in various ways. 

The “Standard” and Intermediate Courses were* again well supported, 
and together contributed a net profit of £116 to the year’s Revenue. The 
number of “Standard” Courses, in fact, provided a new record—the total 
being 115, against 101 in 1943, which was itself much above pre-war figures. 


Received during 1944— 

Donations to Advertising Fund 
Profit on students’ fees .. 
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In connection with all Correspondence Courses the unremitting voluntary 
work of the tutors must again be emphasized as of prime importance, as 
satisfied students are the most likely to join the Association and continue 
their interest in the language and the movement. Many of them write, 
either to their tutors or to headquarters, expressing their high appreciation 
of the help they receive. In his Report on the “Standard'’ Courses, the 
Honorary Organizing Secretary, the Rev. W. J. Downes, says that he has 
similarly received many letters from students commending the work of their 
tutors, and he adds his own testimony to the devotion of these valued 
colleagues, whose work “again calls for most grateful recognition". 

The Council warmly endorse all such appreciation and would also remind 
the members that in the case of the “Standard" Courses Mr. Downes himself 
has continued to direct the work with unstinted zeal and great efficiency. 

Mr. M. C. Butler, as Education Secretary, is to be congratulated on once 
more carrying out a series of successful tours, lecturing mainly in schools and 
colleges. In the course of this work 7,706 copies of Esperanto for Beginners 
were sold as well as other literature. Very useful organizing work was done 
by local Group and Federation officers in some districts—especially in 
Yorkshire—and this help is greatly appreciated by the Council. In this 
connection, however, the Council would point out to those desirous of securing 
Mr. Butler's services at public meetings or Club gatherings, that he should 
not be asked to take lengthy and often inconvenient journeys unless there is 
a reasonable prospect of securing an audience. 

As in previous years the cost of the work was met by local payment of 
expenses, direct donations, hospitality, and sums drawn from the Motor Car 
and Propaganda Fund. The calls on the latter Fund, however, proved to be 
so moderate that at the end of the year there was a balance in hand of some 
£20. The Council decided to transfer this sum to the Motor Car Replacement 
Fund, which now appears in the Balance Sheet at /167 against £147 a year 
previously ; and further, to abolish the Motor Car and Propaganda Fund 
(which had for a number of years been the mainstay of Mr. Butler's touring 
activities) as from the beginning of 1945, in view of the large and gratifying 
amount of local financial assistance which Mr. Butler now constantly receives. 
Such costs as may fall on central funds in this connection will henceforth be 
charged against Publicity, and members who would have given donations to 
the old Fund are therefore asked to contribute these amounts, in future, to 
the Advertising and Publicity Fund. 

The fact that Mr. Butler's expenses are now so largely met by direct 
donations and other local support is itself a very satisfactory testimony to 
the high value and acceptability of his public work, and its established place 
in the movement. This is further borne out by the numerous appreciative 
letters received from Heads of schools and others concerned. 

Of the 2,929 members of the Association at the end of the year, 1,257 
were Individual Members of the International Esperanto League, and from 
the Revenue Account it will be seen that in 1944 the Association collected no 
less than £547 on account of subscriptions to the League, against £471 in 1943 
and £368 in 1942. It is a source of satisfaction to the Council that during 
the war years the Association has, as an affiliated body, played a large part 
in maintaining the League and ensuring its readiness for the renewed activity 
which has already commenced.

The following extracts from the 
Examiner’s report for 1944 arc of interest. 

STAGE I (ELEMENTARY) 

Words that gave difficulty were mensoguloj 
(liars), which became mysogonists, sins , 
thieves, lies, and thoughtful people ; and the 
English spelling of restaurant. 

The simple verses floored some, owing to 
two cases in which the object preceded the 
verb. There should have been no difficulty 
in this. Some surprising variants were 
produced in attempts to translate scientist, 
good-looking, to take things to pieces, he’ll be 
running all over the place, he is like his 
father. We had to go, not at all, 1 sang three 
times, hear both sides, gave more trouble 
than they should have done. 

Many compositions flowed naturally and 
smoothly, and gave evidence that the 
candidate was thinking in the language. . . 
It is obvious that some teachers have over¬ 
concentrated on conversational fluency, 
without sufficient effort to attain gram¬ 
matical accuracy, or even the correct 
spelling of some common words. 


R.S.A. Examinations 

The Esperanto Examinations of the 
Royal Society of Arts—Stage I (Elementary) 
and Stage II (Intermediate)—will take place 
this year on Tuesday, July 3rd, 7-10 (Int.) 
and Wednesday, July 4th, 7-9 (Elem.) It 
is of great importance to secure a good entry. 

Entries must be sent in through a 
recognized Local Centre, 

Fees : Stage I, 3/-; Stage II, 4/6. A 
local fee (usually 1 /- Stage I, 1 /6 Stage II) 
may be charged in addition. (For London 
condidates the total fee for Stage I is 4/-, 
for Stage II 6/-). 

Outside London — Entries must reach 
Local Secretaries not later than Wednesday, 
April 25th. Late Entries, with an addi¬ 
tional fee of 1 /- per entry, will be accepted 
up to May 9th. 

London —London examinations are con¬ 
trolled by the Education Committee of the 
L.C.C. Entry forms may be obtained from 
the Education Officer (G.P. Exams.), County 
Hall, S.E.l, and must be returned with 
fees by May 12th. No late entries accepted. 
An effort will be made for candidates to 
sit at their own centres.

STAGE n (INTERMEDIATE) 

The translation into English was generally 
good. Difficulties were the Biblical reference 
to "the old man and his works ”, kribri (sieve), 
and vojstrekoj (grooves , ruts, beaten tracks). 
Some w r ho did the prose well were frightened 
by a sonnet (not really very difficult) ; one 
or two, however, translated it into English 
verse 1 In three cases rapid-manio (craze 
for speed) became accelerator or speedometer ! 

Section II was the most difficult for the 
majority. Snags were pride of ownership, 
selfish, the thwarting of any whim, india- 
rubber. The phrase stock ( ŝablona , kliŝa, 
stereotipa), remarks did not cause as much 
trouble as anticipated. 

The essay was generally well done. 
Section IV (short phrases) caught many who 
should have been more careful. To err is 
human, to brush one’s hat, and the absolute 
construction weather permitting, were 
responsible for the greatest number of slips. 


Results of the 1944 examinations.— 

Stage II : 51 papers, 20 First-Class, 18 
Second-Class; 13 Fail. Stage I : 52 papers, 
20 Pass with Credit, 21 Passed, 11 Fail.

THE LEAKEY FUND 

In 1936 the children of the late Mr. James 
Leakey gave to the B.E.A. nine shares in 
Spirella International, Incorporated, to 
endow a fund to perpetuate his memory. 
In accordance with the desire of the donors, 
the revenue accruing from the dividends is 
divided between the Scouts’ Esperanto 
League, Sennacieca Asocio Tutmonda en 
Britio, the B.E.A. Books for Schoolchildren 
Fund, and the B.E.A. Teachers’ Holiday 
Fund. 

The trustees of the James Leakey 
Memorial Fund have accepted a proposal to 
extend its scope and stabilize its amount, 
which at present varies with fluctuations in 
industry. It will now be known as The 
James Leakey and Eugene Scott Memorial 
Fund. Although it was as a pilot in the 
American Army Air- Force that Gene Scott 
was killed in the air in Texas on 19th June, 
1942, on the eve of his marriage, and in 
Nashville, Tennessee, that he was bom on 
5th December, 1918, he was brought up in 
England, and educated chiefly at St. 
Christopher School, Letchworth. His home 
there happened to have been formerly the 
home of James Leakey, but it was only 
through their common membership of the 
Esperanto movement in Hertfordshire that 
they became acquainted, being (no doubt) 
respectively the oldest and youngest 
members of it. 

Gene Scott’s social interests and activities 
broadened greatly during the years of his 
college life in Canada and in the California 
that became his home. While James 
Leakey was urging a scheme of group 
emigration to relieve unemployment in 
Britain, Gene Scott vras active in American 
propaganda for a federal union of the 
western democracies. But though the state 
of the world made these causes more press¬ 
ing for them at the moment, their ardour 
as Esperantists suffered no diminution.

A personal experience —‘ ‘ Some time ago an 
article appeared in Answers on Esperanto.
